Who will give us some idea 
of the real cost? And could a Community Centre attract sufficient revenue 

to cover its day to day costs without enormous support from the Rates? For 
financial reasons it seems that the hall must cater for the ‘dance and disco' 
trade on a regular basis - but what of the Court Order? And if the frontage 
is to be developed for private housing might that deter the Planners from 
giving consent for a new hall? 


The Public Meeting was, in principle, an excellent idea. Before any decision

NOTES FROM THs PARISH COUNCIL MEETING OF 26th SEPTUMBER 1979 


A move to change the time of the Parish Council meetings to 7.30 p.m. instead 
of 7 o'clock was defeated. 


A tree=-planting scheme had been drawn up by Mr. Scott who told the meeting, 
that the Cherwell District Council had not yet confirmed that it would give, 

a. grant of three-quarters of the total expenditure as had been expected. Me. 
Scott undertook to follow this up with the District Council and report to the. 
Clerk, He anticipated that the total cost of the scheme would be about £210 
for about 40 trees. Mr. Scott added that the trees were container grown and 
that assistance for planting would be welcomed from anybody.’ 


The Castle Grounds sub-committee reported that one plastic swing seat was 
broken, but that the other equipment was in good repair.

that recent legislation on playground equipment may have altered the definition

The proposal is to change ‘the “present tungsten 
lights, which go off at indiana ent, for 35w low loss SOX lamps operated by photo- 
electric cell. These would provide a much improved performance over a longer 
period. Mr. Stevens was asked by the Chairman » obtain a quotation from the 
Electricity Board for the work and to get from the Board details of actual 
running costs, 


The proposed Public Meeting concerning the tiindmill Site was discussed, This 
was arranged for Tuesday 2nd October in the Parish Church. Notices and letters 
concerning the meeting were ready to go out. The Chairman reported that the 
Cherwell District Council had notified him that the decision on the planning 
application (for use of a part of the jindmill Site as a Community Centre) was 
to be delayed until 31st October 1979. semen

NATURE _NOTES 


I think it is true to say that more people dislike spiders than any other 
creature. In fact for some it is a real fear and has even been given a name - 
arachnophobia. The fact that all British spiders are harmless does nothing to 
alleviate this fear, The spider's body has two parts divided by a waist and 
eight legs, and six or eight eyes, so they can see us before we see them, 
There are about 600 different kinds of spiders in Britain, and they are nearly 
all known by their Latin name because so few have a common name, Almost all 
of them feed on live animals. Almost all of them make webs, though some 
species use other spiders’ webs. 


All of them spin silk to make purses to lay their eggs in. Some webs are flat 
and stretched across fences, gates, doors and windows, Some webs are tunnel 
shaped and are found in stone walls, bushes and tree trunks. Autumn is the time 
to see webs stretahed over the grass with dew or frost on them shining in the 
sun, Beautiful and intticate and wonderfully made, they are worth looking at. 


There has been an abundance of the devil's coach=horse beetle this summer. 

This is the beetle with a long black body. The tail end will curl up over the 
abdomen and the jaws open wide in a threatening manner when it is disturbed. 

It is quite harmless and can be seen on quiet roads and paths, and under stones 
and logs in the garden, It lives on dead animals and live snails. 


Now those Scandinavian thrushes, the red wings and field fares are arriving 
and will be glad to find such a feast of berries in the hedgerows this year. 
Later they will come into our gardens for the windfall apples. Our summer 
visiting birds have mostly gone now, I saw a large party of young swallows, 
with their long tail feathers not fully grown, on the telephone wires in 
Warls Lane at the end of September, They were heading south and were soon 
to make the long flight to Africa and the warm sun. Winter visiting ducks 
and wading birds will soon be returning to their feeding grounds in the 
Cherwell valley, one of the most favoured places for duck in this part of the 
country.

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CHURCH NEWS. 


With This Ring 
I married a wife, Oh then: 
I married a wife, Oh then; 
I married a wife, she’s the bane of my life 
And I wish I were single again. (Old song) 


The way things are, it is the easiest thing in the world to marry. It follows 
almost of nécessity that it must also be the casiest thing in the world to get 
unmarried, If you don't like easy divorce, you should not like easy marriage, 
either. 


We have to learn painfully to use our freedom to marry and divorce. The 
Parochial Church Council here, and Deanery and Diocesan Synods too, are think- 
ing about “Marriage and the Church’s Task". For the Church has always been in 
the marriage business, and to this day no other body is making a better attempt 
to deal with this particular hot potato. 


So what is the case for and against easy marriage and easy divorce? I am in 
favour of "easy" marriage chiefly because it is impossible to stop people 
marrying, and I like to make a virtue out of a necessity. Also because I 

enjoy sceing people committing themselves to each other and being both extreme= 
ly happy and extremely serious about it. The trouble today is that too few 
people are willing to commit themselves to anything with heart and soul, happi- 
ness and seriousness. I also think of the state of affairs in Ireland where 
one or more sons in a family used to stay at home and stay single because it 
was impossible for a small farm to feed any more mouths. This was often tragic. 
Weonomic celibacy is not a virtue. Now we are independent of the land, we can 
choose to marry when we like. 


But it is also the case that in some families boys wait until they are around 
thirty before they marry, and even girls wait almost as long. Should we not 
encourage this sensible waiting? It is also tragic that in some families a girl 
(especially) thinks she is "on the Shelf" if she is not married at twenty. When 
she leaves school she has the prospect of a career and more in front of her. 

But if she marries first and has children, how much and how willingly will she 
learn when she is thirty-five? : wae 


Against this, boys and girls mature earlier nowadays. Boys' voices break at 

12+ instead of 14, to the despair of choirmasters. This gradual change may be 
due to our prolonged prosperity, that is, more food and better living conditions. 
w@ cannot fly in the face of nature. So if people insist on marrying early, we 
must expect trouble, if not strife. Why should We not like easy divorce? 
"Because of the children". But perhaps there aren't any. "Because one party 

is going to be hurt", But the other party may be more hurt by remaining un- 
willingly married, “Because it’s in the Bible." But the Bible is not a book 

of easy answers to hard questions. "Because a promise is a promise is a promise." 
This is so. But it does not help when you are hurt. We get in a great tangle 

if we try to prescribe legal remedies for deeper than legal troubles. The law 

of divorce can divide a house, a bank account, a family. It cannot divide a 
deep human relationship. 


I leave you with a pearl of Luther's: "Ah, dear God, marriage is not a thing 
of nature but a gift of God, The sweetest, the dearest and purest life above 
all celibacy and all singleness, when it turns out well; and the very devil 
if it does not."

NOT SOQ _HAPSY ANNIVERSARY! 


In September 1967 a group of Deddington residents got together to carry out 

a traffic survey on the main A423 road through the village. The intention was 
to provide evidence in support of a by=pass and so rid the community of 
traffic noise, pollution and hazard. Yet now, 12 years later, not only is 

the problem still with us, the appearance of heavier and noisier lorries has 
made it infinitely worse, as anyone living in New Street and High Street will 
tell you. 


In 1967 approximately 10,000 vehicles were counted over a 20-hour period and 
the predicition for 1979 was that this figure would rise to 19,000. To find 
out if this has actually happened, the Deddington Study Group has come to life 
again, this time to press for a decision on whether the X40 extension is to 

go ahead, and when. And to celebrate the 12th anniversary of that last survey, 
a new traffic count is to take place on Thursday 20 September and Monday 24 
September between 6 a.m, and 2.m., and we hope our MP, Neil Marten, will be 
coming along to give us his support. Helpers will work in pairs in one hour 
shifts, one counting northbound and one southbound traffic in the lay-bys 
outside Deddington House and Leadenporch House. {fe have many volunteers, but 
some slots are still empty. If you feel you could spare an hour to help, 
please ring Betty Hill (38261) or Robert Forsyth (3838). 


In addition we would like to repeat the 1967 survey of pedestrians crossing 
the main road to reach the centre of the village. Twelve years ago - and 
there was no Daedings estate and no traffic light control at the crossroads 
then - the total was almost 1,00C person crossings a day, and the average 
waiting time 4 minutes. Jt will be interesting to see how this has changed - 
is the present traffic light system adequate for today's pedestrians, for 
instance? 


Below we have repeated the 1967 questionnaire and we would be grateful if 
everyone regularly crossing the main road would fill in this and return it 
either to Stile House or Leadenporch House, New Street, or - thanks to Mr. 
Garrett - to the Post Office, by the end of September. The findings will be 
sent along with the traffic count report, to Oxfordshire County Council, to 
Neil Marten and to the Department of Transport. Let’s hope we get some early 
and positive results; 
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We are trying to estimate the number of times people cross the main A.423 road. 
This will provide some evidence to add to our traffic survey results to press 
for a decision on the X40 road. je should be grateful if you could fill in 
the following questionnaire and return it to:

PARISH COUNCIL REPORT by John Webber 


ROAD SAFETY - Monty. Spencer as 2d that something be done to prevent people 
parking coo close to the Hudson jtreet/New Street junction and on the south 

side of the road, anc also illecal parking around the village on footpaths and 
grass veraes. AF tor some discussion it was decided that the Clerk should write 
to the cciice asking them to lock into the parking on footpaths, but short of a 
one-way system and double yellow lines, there was little else that could be done 
about the proulem of Hudson Street. On the whole people park on the north side 
of the road so that there is no zroblenm. 


CASTLE CAQUNES - Ken Garrett reported that the Castle Grounds were stil] being 
mis-use.. by youths riding motor cycles. This was both dangerous and illegai. 
The peopie ccncerned were well known but peteietee in doing this. |. Counciitors 


suggested that regu‘ar checks by police would be a sure way of reducing the 
problem, it was noted that damage to the Football Club Pavilion has declined 
since advertising a £20 reward fcr catching offenders. Councillors were to 
be giver copies of the current bye-laws so that they will be prepared to discuss 
their revisica at the July meeting and in particular to bring the penalties up 
to a reniistic figure. 


STREET LIGHTING - The street lichts in the Parish cost over £1000 per annum for 
energy cnd maintenance, yet frecuently they fail to operate properly. Much of 
the system is virtuzily worn out and will need replacement soon. 


The ques Sion soon to be decided is whether to patch up the present system - the 
time switches would cost £55 each if replaced - or to change over to a photo~ 
electric cel! systerm. Such a system would turn on the lights automatically durin 
the hours of darkness without any timing devices or seasonal adjustment being 
require... Qf course, this means the lights burn all night. Mary Robinson 
wondere= if iights Lurning all night cutside houses would be a nuisance to 
residen:s and also, with the prospect of ever-increasing costs and thé need to 
conserve cneray, if the scheme wouldn't be wasteful. 


It was reported that the instaliation of the "'All Night'' photo cell lamps in 
Chapel Close, Clifton had been successful and that no annoyance to local pevnie 
had bee: reported. The 35-W sodium lamps of the new system would use about cne 
third of the power. of the.cider type so that operating the system throughout the 
night would use less enercy than the oid lamps burned in a shorter time and were 
far more reliable. The instaliation costs could possibly be phased over two 
or three years and the Council could precept for it for the following financial 
year if, as proved likely, it was beyond the scope of the ordinary budget, the 
Clerk suggested. 


The Council agreed to meet a strcet-lighting engineer who had offered to prepare 
an estimate o% a new scheme, so as to determine the cost, independently of the 
Electricity foard. 


HEMPTON REPRESENTATION - Mary Robinson was concerned that Hempton, with 16% of th: 
elector te of the Parish, had no representative. Bob Stevens replied that all 


the Councillors represented all the pesple in the Parish; aii were accessible. 
The Chairmen, endorsing these remarks, said that a Ward system ‘em had been proposed 
in the -est Sut had not been acceptable to the County Council. He had also 
previousiy offered to attend a meating of the Hempton Residents! Association 


Committc:, but this was never taxen up. 


Jill Cheeseman suggested that the Members of the Council could advertise’ 
themselves more, so that peopje knew where to come with matters that concerned 
them, and it was decided that lists of the Councillors’ names and addresses 
would bc displayed. 
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BURIAL GROUND - Councillors were very concerned with the state of the burial gro 
The corel pays for four cuts a year - at £25 for each cut. The first, in Ape, 
was satisfactory, but in May attempts to cut abs grass when it had been very wet 
were unsuccessful and "it was still in a mess'' in June. The grass between the 
gravestones iad not been cut and the path was still overgrown - the small ciear 
area haa been sprayed by Roger Gardner as a demonstration of how it could be 
cleared! The matter was toe be taken up: with the contractor. _—

WINDMELL HALL - The Clerk had written to 15 clubs and organisations in the Parish 
to try to ones what support they would be able to give the project. At that 
time only 5 replies had been received, and disappointment was expressed that a 
greater response had not been forthcoming so far. Monty Spencer said that those 
working for the project "should not lose heart.... Once they see we mean business 
they wii join in." The Chairman, Donald Welford, reminded the Council that a 
large sum iti grants would be required for the scheme and that, in order to secure 
those grants, local people will have to show that they will use a hall.
